{HE BLOOMINGTON MURDERESS 
CAUGHT BY THE POLICE. 


WAS ON A RIVER STEAMER. 


Ghe Is Accused of Slaying Her Hus- 
‘band in the Illinois 
, City. 


Two women, confined in the matron’s 
@partments at the Fourt Courts, are sus- 
pected of complicity in the horrifying mur- 
der of Michael T. Colton at Bloomington, 
Til. 

The police exercised the greatest se- 
crecy about the arrest, and refused to let 
the women be seen or questioned. 

One of the prisoners is believed to be 
Colton's wife. 

“Bhe disappeared before the murdered 
man’s body was found. The Coroner's 
jury found that she slew Colton, and di- 
rected that she be arrested. 

She was supposed to have gone to Peoria, 
but as she had: four days’ start of the au- 
thorities there was little hope that she 
would be overtaken. 

Who the other woman is cannot be sur- 
mised. It is not even known that more 
than one person was suspected of complic- 
ity in the crime. 

Chief Harrigan says he cannot discuss 
the case till he hears from the authorities 
at Bloomington, but he admits that one of 
the women he believes to be Mrs. Colton. 

“The description of one fits all right,” 
gaid the Chief, ‘‘but the other doesn’t fill 
the bill. She has red hair, and our descrip- 
tion of the women does not mention that 
either of the women I{s red-headed.”’ 

The women were arrested Saturday morn- 
Ing by Detectives Dewar and O'Connell, just 
as they were leaving the steamer Cherokee, 
They were hurried to the Four Courts and 
sequestered in the Matron’s room. 


Michael T. Colton was a prominent young 
Irish-American resident of Bloomington. 
Hee did not appear at his place of business 
last Tuesday, and his employer supposed he 
was il], as he complained Monday evening 
that he was not well. 

He lived with his wife in a flat. Mrs. 
“ ¥ra Motierly lived in the adjoining apart- 
ments. oi 

Wednesday she noticed an offensive odor 
fn the house and remarked that there must 
be a dead rat in one of the rooms, Thurs- 
day the odor was more noticeable. 

Mrs. Moberly notified the agent, and a 
man was sent to investigate. The odor came 
from Colton's flat. The doors were locked. 

Meanwhile a relative of Colton had re- 
ported him missing, and the police went to 
the flat and broke open the door. 

The officers could not enter the room for 


eeéveral minutes, the a!lf was so offensive. 
When the windows were thrown open and 
the gas lighted, Colton’s body was found 
lying on the floor. 

here were three bullet holes in the head 
and there was a great blotch of coagulated 
blood on the carpet. There was also blood 
on the walks and on the door-knob. The fur- 
niture was disarranged; the remains of a 
supper were on a table; the bed had not been 
occupied. 

As the key of the locked door was found 
inside the room the first theory was that 
Colton had killed himself. But when it was 
found that Colton’s skull had been caved in 
with a blunt instrument and that the tran- 
60m over the door was open it was clear 
that murder had been done. 

A search of the apartments resulted in 
the discovery of a bloody hatchet in a cor-

California Companies to Contest With 
the Nobel Monepoly, Which Is 
to Invade the United States.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 29.—Califor- 
nia bids fair to be early involved in the pow- 
der war which the Nobel monopoly threat- 
ens to wage on American manufacturers 
of high explosives. 


A London dispatch quotes the chairman 
of the stockholders meeting of the Nobel 
trust as asserting the intention of the direc- 
tors to establish dynamite factories in the 
United States to off-set the tariff policy of 
our Government. 

The Nobel trust is a combination of 
European companies which has obtained ex- 
clusive privileges for the manufacture and 
sale of high explosives, such as are used in 
mining in the Transvaal. 

Representatives of several of the principal 
companies there have already made over- 
tures to the California dynamite manufac- 
turers to supply them with powder. Figures 
have been furnished showing that dynamite 
can be made in this State and shipped 
to South Africa cheaper. than rom 
Europe. The inducement for the Nobels 
to enter the United States is not only to 
compete with home manufacture on the 
coast, where the principal yt ee ming of 
dynamite are less costly than elsewhere, but 
to seek to regain the British Columbia trade, 
and to hold that of Australia and New Zea- 
land, which have of late been cut into by 
the California companies.

SENSATION AT THE MISSOURI 
PENITENTIARY. 


THREE CONVICTS SAWED OUT. 


Crawled Through a Seven-Irnch Win- 
dow, but Only One Is Still 
at Large. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., May 2..—With a 
steel saw made of clock spring material 
three convicts of the Missouri Penitentiary 
sawed their way through a window seven 
inches wide and climbed through it. 

This wonderful feat was performed about 
11:30 last night by James A. Chase, a 
‘third timer,” sent up for six years for 
burglary from Nodaway County; Robert 
Johnson, sent up for twelve years for rob- 
bery from Jackson County, and August 
Singleton, who was in for ten years for 
murder in the second degree. 

These men occupied a cell together. in 
what is known as Cell Building ‘“A.’’ 
Each cell has one window which is seven 
inches wide and this had an iron bar which 
the men sawed through. The work must 
have occupied at least three weeks. 

There is no guard within immediate hear- 
ing distance, so the men had no trouble in 
carrying on their work of sawing the bar 
nightly. In order to get through the small 
window the men stripped naked and dressed 
on the outside. This window led into the 
stockade. After the men got into the stock- 
ade they proceeded to the east end wall. 
This wall is twenty-six feet high. There is 
a large pulley gate which is right in the 
shadow of a guard house. A large area 
light also illuminates the place. 

Johnson was the first to scale the wall 
by the assistance of the other two con- 
victs and the rope attached to the gate. 
Arrived at the top he tied a rope to the 
pulley beam and slid down into freedom. 
He was followed by Chase. 

By this time the guard at the corner had 
discovered them. He called to them to 
stop. They began throwing rocks at him 
and running. He went into his guard house 
and fired ane shot at them. They headed 


the inside of the wall, surrendered. Chase 
was captured this morning at Tipton with 
his stripes on. 

The same night Joe Scott, colored, a trusty 
in the power house, which is located out- 
side of the prison wall, escaped. He had 
only two more months to serve.

In transmitting the message from Indian- 
apolis, Mr. Bunch says a mistake was 
made in the name of the man credited with 


having founded the alieged estate, Instead 
of Jacques Rogers, the name should have 
been Jacques Royer. 

Mr. Bunch is familiar with every claim 
to large estates in St. Louis. He is attor- 
ney In a suit now pending in the Circuit 
Court against George Gould for about 
$1,000,000 worth of property which his clients 
claim under an old Spanish grant. 

“T investigated this matter thoroughly al- 
most a year ago,’’ said Mr. Bunch. “Ags @ 
result I am convinced that the persons who 
are attempting to establish claims are being 
hoaxed. here is no such eS8tate in St. Louis 
and Jacques Royer never owned property in 
St. Louis or its vicinity.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Senate re- 
sumed its work at noon to-day with the 
usual calm prevailing, notwithstanding the 
stormy events of yesterday.

The joint resolution was then passed. 

The tariff bill was then taken up on mo- 
tion of Mr. Aldrich,\who called up the par- 
agraphs relating to china, crockery, porce- 
lain, etc., which had been: passed over. Mr. 
Aldrich, in behalf of the committee, with- 
drew the Senate amendments to paragraphs 
9) and 91, and stated that the House sched- 
ules would be allowed to stand. 

Mr. Jones of Arkanéas objected to partial 
consideration of the china schedule and it 
was finally agreed to let the entire schedule 
go over. 

he bill was then considered from. the 
point reached yesterday, viz, paragraph 100. 
An agreement was reached striking out the 
provision that all fluted, rolled, ribbed or 
rough plate glass when ound or other- 
wise obscured shall be subject to the same 
rate of duty as finished cast polished plate 
glass unsilvered. 

On the paragraph as to unsilvered cast 
polished wate glass, small size, Mr. Jones 
of Arkansas, moved to reduce the rate from 
8 cents to 5 cents per square foot. In this 
connection Mr. Jones declared that the in- 
crease of duty on all classes of plate glass 
was astounding. In one case, he said, tho 
sale was increased 83 per cent. above the 
high rate from contract, which, he asserted, 
had been repudiated by the people because 
of its high rates. . This was an attempt to 
raise the price of mirrors used in cheap 
furniture for poor people, while the large 
size glass, used by people of wealth, had its 
rates reduced. 

This was the peculiarity of the whole bill. 

When' Mr. Jones referred to the enormous 
dividends declared by the plate glass trust, 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut stated that no 
dividends had been declared in the last 
three years. es 

Mr. Vest of Missouri added that tne en- 
tire plate glass trade with a few irifling ex- 
ceptions was controlled by the combine 
which met annually at Pittsburg, fixing 
rates, etc. 

Mr. Jones presented a statement showing 
that the plate glass combination had made 
profits of about $2,500,000 in twenty-two 
months on a capital of $2,000,000. 

Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania read a letter 
from the Pittsburg Plate. Glass Co. declar- 
ing that any statements fat it was a trust 
or combine in trade were untrue.

Prof. Calvin M, Woodward, Dr. Vincil’s 
predecessor on the board, regrets the an- 
nouncement of a contemplated change. He 
says the faculty’ is a splendid one, and he 
would regret to see it separated. He can 
not see the justice in displacing a compe- 
tent man just because he had the misfor- 
tune not to be born in Missouri or to have 
graduated from the university. Even if the 
members are not removed they will feél 
that their places are insecure and there is 
danger of them seeking new positions. Prof, 
Woodward says any such talk can only 
have a demoralizing effect on the institu- 
tion.

MINERAL PRODUCTION. _ 


Statistics of the Output in the United 
States in 1896. 


NEW YORK, May 29.—The statistics col- 
lected for the Mineral Industry, the annual 
supplement of the Engineering and Mining 
Journal, show that the total value of the 
mineral and metal production ofthe United 
States in 1896 was $751,732,782, am increase 
over 1895 of $18,791,264. 

In gold the total production was_$458,660,- 
637, or $11,830,437 more than 1895. The pro- 
duction of silver was 56,222,322 fine ounces, 
or 9,918,072 ounces more than the previous 
rear. The pipe iron production was $2,263,- 
11 long tons, a decrease of 821,081 tons. 
Coal production amounted to 187,373,477 tons, 
being 1,922,167 tons less than in 1895. The 
production of copper was the largest ever 
reported, being 467,822,973 pounds, or 81, 
tons increase. The production of lead was 
174,972 tons; of spelter, 77,627 tons; of quick 
silver 833,480 flasks; of alum, 77,700 tons; of 
cement, 8,487,265 barrels, and of salt, 13,374,573 
barrels. They production of gold, silver, 
copper and pig iron is greater than that of 
any other country in the world, and that of 
coal is exceeded only by Great Britain. 


SMALL-POX SUSPECTED. 


Fred Buser, Who Handles Patients, 
May Have the Disease. 


Fred Buser,, the ambulance driver who 
has handled hundreds of small-pox victims, 
is sick.

THEIR OVERTHROW. 


SITTINGS MAY BE SUSPENDED. 


Weyler Tries to Surround Gomez and 
: Is Put to Flight by the 
Cuban. 


MADRID, May 29.—The political crisis 
here continues. 

The Ministers assert that the Premier, 
Genor Canovas del Castillo, intends to sus- 
pend the sittings of the chamber next week 
in order to postpone until October the over- 
throw of the Ministry. 

The Heraldo publishes a pessimistic arti- 
cle, declaring that the United States is pre- 
paring to intervene, with perfidy, in Cuba, 
and asking if the Spanish nation will swal- 
low the pill, and what will be the conse- 
quence. 


GOMEZ AGAINST WEYLER. 


Battle in Which the Captain-General 
Was Put to Flight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—The details have 
been received of an engagement at La Re- 
forma, Sancti Spiritus, between the Span- 
jards, commanded by Weyler, and the Cu- 
bans, led by Gen. Maximo Gomez, says the 
Sun’s correspondent in Havana. 

The battle was fought early last week, 
and it was the result of Weyler’s scheme to 
crush Gomez by surrounding him with 20,- 
000 men. The plan failed, and the battle 
was reported here as an ordinary Spanish 
victory, without details. It was the first 


time in the war that Weyler and Gomez 
have faced each other. 

Weyler, with a column of 65,000 men. 
marched against Gomez at La Reforma, 
and ordered two other Spanish columns of 
2,000 men each to join him at the western 
end of that estate. Thus 9,000 men were to 
be added to the forces already operating 
against Gomez, and which, together with 
those along the Jucaro-Moron trocha, made 
@ total of 20,000. 

Further to the west in Santa Clara, Wey- 
ler has 20,000 more men. According to his 
plans, this second army was to prevent an- 
other advance by Gomez into Matanzas 
Province. Weyler, in this position, thought 
that the Cuban leader would be forced to 
retire in the direction of the trocha, where 
his chances of escaping, he imagined, would 
be slight. 

Gomez, placing his men in the best strat- 
egic positions at La Reforma, awaited Wey- 
ler, and for six hours held him in check, 
although the Cubans scarcely numbered 
1,000 men. 

Three times the Cubans charged with ma- 
chetes, and on the first charge Weyler's 
left flank was completely routed. Weyler’s 
horse was wounded three times. 

Gomez ordered his best shots to pursue 
the Spanish General, but the latter never 
came to the front. Noiwithstanding this 
fact, he had a narrow escape. 

When the two fresh Spanish columns 
came to the help of Weyler, Gomez retired 
to a céntral part of the estate. Then the 
Spanish abandoned the field and returned 
to Sancti Spiritus. The Spanish official re- 
port says that sixty-five soldiers were killed 
and many wounded. 

It is alleged by the Spanish here that the 
commander of the Cubans was Jose Miguel 
Gomez, and not Maximo Gomez, and so the 
report of the engagement did not attract so 
much attention. 


PALMA CALLS ON SHERMAN. 


But the Secretary and McKinley Are 
“Unofficially Aware” of It. 


| NEW YORK, May 29.—A special from 
Washington says: For the first time a 
representative of the Cuban Junta has been 


received at the State Department. Senor 
Tomas Estrada Palma, head of the Cuban 
Junta in New York, and chief delegate in 
the United States of the Cuban Government, 
called at the State Department. Secretary 
Sherman, in exending the invitation to Senor 
Palma, was obliged to do so unofficially 
and to receive him-as an American citizen. 
The president was also unofficially aware 
of his visit. The proposition that the 
Cubans buy the island was discussed by 
Secretary Sherman, Assistant Secretary 
Day and Senor Palma. It was indicated by 
Senor Palma that the insurgents are will- 
ing to purchase their freedom at a reason- 
able price. A full understanding prevailed 
that the necessary funds could be easily se- 
cured tu float the bonds whenever Spain 
agreed to enter into negotiations looking to 
a sale of Cuba. The sanction of the Junta 
Was given to the proposed institution of 
correspondence having in view the relin- 
quishment of control in Cuba by Spain for 
@ monetary consideration. The amount 
which the Cubans are willing to pay, if dis- 
cussed, was not divulged.  , 


WHAT SAGASTA SAYS. 


Military Action Alone Is Not Suffi- 
cient in Cuba. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—The Herald's 
correspondent at Madrid sends the follow- 
ing cable dispatch: ; 

I have just been accorded an interview 
by Senor Sagasta. 


“Is the withdrawal from politics of the 
Liberal party due solely to the Tetuan in- 
cident?” I asked. 

“Withdrawei is not the correct word for 
the attitude of the Liberal party. It is 
simply a temporary abstention from at- 
ten in the sessions of Parliament.’’ 

Will you favor me with some outline of 
the patey which the Liberal party pro- 
poses to follow in Cuba?’ 

In all that concerns the integrity of the 
mother country, there is no difference of 
opinion whatever among the Spanish par- 
ties or politicians. We are all resolved to 
make whatever efforts may be necessary to 
maintain the national sovereignty in Cuba. 

Where I differ from the Conservatives is 
in the means of accomplishing the pacifica- 
tion and welfare of the island, since I am 

.of the Cpinion that political and di lomatie 
act.on should have been employe jointl 
with military action, and I fear th 

through non-adoption of this system the 
value of the two former has been impaired. 
I believe so thoroughly in political action

BERI-BERI IN CUBA. 


The Awful Disease Spreading in the 
East End of the Island. 


KEY WEST, Fla., May 29.—That dreaded 
disease, beri-beri, has appeared in the east- 


ern part of the island, according to Havana 
advices, and the mortality already is great. 
It first appeared near Santiago de Cuba, 
and has spread from there with great viru- 
lence. Those attacked live but a short time 
and die in great agony. Over 65 per cent of 
those attacked die. The lack of medical 
knowledge regarding the disease and ‘its 
treatment aggravates the trouble. In the 
camps of the pacificos and reconcentrados 
it has worked fearful havoc already, and 
the people are on the verge of a panic, as 
the disease is fast assuming an epidemic 
form. Holguin, Puerto Principe, Baracoa 
and other large towns in that section have 
had it for weeks, but It has been kept con- 
cealed, for fear of the effect the 
troops.

Li Hung Chang Sanctions the Loan of 
the Syndicate. 

PEKIN, May 29.—Li Hung Chang has {s- 

sued an edict sanctioning the loan of the 

Belgian syndicate for the construction of a 


railroad from Paoting-Fu to Han-Kau. 

A dispatch to the London Times from 
Pekin, published May 18, said that in defer- 
ence to the protests of Great Britain, the 
United States and Germany, the Tsung-Li-’ 
Yamen had repudiated the monopoly scheme 
entered into by Sheng-Ta-Jen, the Chinese 
Director-General of Railways, with a Bel- 

fan syndicate, on behalf of the Chinese 

overnment, but authorized Sheng-Ta-Jen 
to sign a private contract with the syndicate 
for the construction of the proposed line 
of railway from Paoting-Fu to Han-Kau. 
Under this arrangement the Belgians must 

rovide 4,000,000 pounds as a 4 per cent 90-year 
oan on the imperial guarantee. The exist- 
ing raflways are not to be given as security. 
Sheng-Ta-Jen must rovide from other 
sources the sum of 13,000,000 taels. The 
Chinese are to retain the control of con- 
struction, but the personnel of the con- 
structors is to be Belgian. Half the ma- 
ter‘al is to be supplied by China and the 
other half from tenders from abroad. The 
syndicate is to receive a 5 per cent com- 
mission on all materials. In the contract 
is a clause, apparently designed to provide 
against the transfer of rights under the con- 
tract to any other nation, but its terms are 
ambiguous. 


CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


Oscar Wilde Tells How They Suffer in 
Prison 


LONDON, May 29.—Oscar Wilde has writ- 
ten a remarkable letter calling attention to 
the cruelty with which child prisoners are 
treated in English prisons. The letter is 
called forth by the dismissal of an attend- 
ant named Martin for giving a hungry 
child prisoner two or three biscuits. After 
dilating upon the extreme terror children 


suffer, and how some of those confined are 
so small it is hard for the wardens to find 
clothes to fit them, he says: 

“Every child is confined in a cell for twen- 
ty-three hours out of the twenty-four. This 
is the appalling thing. To shut a child in 
a dimly lighted cell for twenty-three hours 
a day is an example of cruelty and of stu- 
pidity. Inhuman treatment of a child is 
always inhuman by whomsoever inflicted, 
but inhuman treatment by society of a 
child is more horrible. 

“The second a from which a child 
suffers in prison is hunger. The food con- 
sists of So of usually badly baked 
prison bread and a tin of water for break- 
fast. At noon he oe a dinner composed 
of a thin, coarse Indian meal stir-about, 
and at 5:30 a piece of dry bread and a tin 
of water for supper. A child, as a rule, is 
incapable of —e the food. A child who 
has been crying all day, and, perhaps, half 
the night in a lonely cell, and who is preyed 
upon by terror, simply can not eat food of 
this coarse, horrible kind. 

‘In the case of the little child to whom 
Martin gave the biscuits, the child was 
ery!ing from hunger on Tuesday morning. 
Martin went out after breakfast and bought 
a few biscuits for the child rather than to 
see him starving. It was a beautiful ac- 
tion, and was so recognized by the child, 
who, utterly unconscious of the regulation 
of the Prison Board, told one of the senior 
wardens how kind the junior warden had 
been to*him. The result was a report and 
Martin’s dismissal.”’

POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


Universal Letter Regarding Union of 
All Churches. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—An en- 
cyclical letter from the Pope, dated May 9, 
has been received at the Apostolic Delega- 
tion here. The following is a synopsis of 
the entire contents of the letter and a ver- 
bal translation of the most important pas- 
sages: 

“Venerable Brethren—Healfi and apos- 
tolic benediction. That divine office which 
for the sake of the human. race Jesus Christ 
received from the Father and in the most 


holy manner fulfilled as to its ultimate 
scope has in view that men should parti- 
pate in the everlasting glory of a blessed 
life; so in this world.it has for its proximate 
end that men should receive and nourish the 
seed of divine grace which finally shall 
bear its fruit in the heavenly life.”’ 

The Pope goes on to explain the desire of 
Jesus Christ that there should be but one 
fold and one Shepherd. He dwells on how 
much the aid of the Holy Ghost is needed 
to accomplish this worthy end. In this pas-, 
sage he makes an earnest appeal to the 
Eastern churches that deny the procession 
of the Holy Spirit. He considers the ques- 
tion from the standpoint of dogmatism and 
quotes the Scripture and the Church fa- 
thers in support of his thesis. Especially 
does he revert to SS. Basil, Augustine, 
Thomas Aquinas, Cyrille of Jerusalem and 
Gregory the Great. 

After portraying the important part that 
the Holy Ghost exercises in the sancj{ifica- 
tion of the human race and unification of 
all men in the same religious belief, Pope 
Leo makes the following decree to be hence- 
forth incumbent on the entire Catholic 
world: 

‘“‘We, therefore decree and order that on 
this year and forever a novena shall be cel- 
ebrated at Pentecost in all the cathedral 
churches, and if the bishops think it wise 
in all other churches and chapels.’”’

FLOOD AT EL PASO. 


Seven Hundred Homes Inundated by 
the Rio Grande. 


EL PASO, Tex., May 29.—Some 500 fami- 
lies, or about 2,000 persons, are homeless 
here, owing to the encroachment of the 
flood waters. The Texas & Pacific Railway 
had thrown up a dike to protect its track 
near the round-house, and this backed the 
water up over San Antonio street, flooding 
a number of houses and threatening to 
cross the street and flood hundreds of the 
prettiest residences in the city. Six promi- 
nent citizens residing in the vicinity, headed 
by Collector of Customs Capt. Chas. Davis, 
armed themselves with Winchesters, and, 
crossing over to the railroad levee, cut this 
and let the backwater out, and it began to 
recede from San Antonio street. The rail- 
road people repaired the break, and it was 
again ordered cut by Mayor Magoffin. 

The flood waters in El Paso and East El 
Paso cover an area averaging four miles 
long and three-quarters of a mile wide, 
flooding not less than 700 homes, most of 
which belonged to the laboring classes.

THE ALLEN BILL IN ILLINOIS. 

The Post-Dispatch has not opposed 
what is known as the Allen bill, which 
passed the Illinois House Friday, The 
bill was railroaded through that body by 
unparliamentary methods.

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WHY A POOLING BILLP 


The Chicago Tribune, a Hanna organ, 
asks, under a flaming headline to its 
Washington correspondence, “Did Hanna 
promise a pooling bill?’ The Tribune 
then answers its own question by saying 
that the effort to force consideration and 
passage of the railway pooling bill in ad- 
vanceof the tariff bill in the Senateis the 
result of “strong pressure from powerful 
sources,” and relates a story current in 
Washington, and “not denied,” to the 
effect that Mark Hanna promised the 
great railroad interests a pooling law in 
exchange for their support in the last 
campaign, The Tribune’s story runs thus: 

The big railroad corporations of the Hast 
apparently by some preconcerted move de- 
clined to contribute at all unless they could 
make terms, These terms. were said to be 
the passage of a pooling bill on the lines 
of that originally passed by the House and 
which failed in the Senate. A member of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission made 
the charge directly at a meeting of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Inter-State Commerce, 
and it was not denied. : 

Readers will remember that frequently 
during the last campaign the Post-Dis- 
patch charged that the only explanation 
of the attitude of the railroads was the 
existence of a bargain between them and 
the Republicans for the passage of the 
pooling law, which they had twice car- 
ried through the House, and which had 
been defeated in the Senate. The Pbst- 
Dispatch called attention more than once 
to the fact that such a bargain was clear- 
ly disclosed in the McKinley platform, 
which was entirely silent as to Interstate 
Commerce, while the Chicago platform 
demanded the enlargement of the powers 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to protect shippers against extortion, 

The truth was as clearly to be seen then 
as itis now. Once understood, it ex- 
plained the silence of the McKinley plat- 
form, the heavy railroad contributions to 
the Hanna campaign fund, and the coer- 
cion of railroad employees to vote for a 
candidate and a policy the majority of 
them did not approve of. 

Little by little the inside history of the 
gold campaign of 1896 is coming out. And 
the evidence, as it accumulates, reveals 
the monstrous character and extent of 
that conspiracy against the people.

‘The figures cover a period of six and 
a half years or from Oct. 1, 1890, to May 
1, 1897. The highest index number is 
that of Oct, 1, 1890, being 114.171. From 
that point there was a steady decline of 
two or three points every two or three 
months, until, on Jan, 1, 1893, the low 
point of 90.797 had been reached. 

The next quotation following that, is of 
April 1, 1893. Cleveland had been inaugu- 
rated March 4 preceding, and with him 
had come a Democratic House and Sen- 
ate. The country, which had voted for 
a departure from the Republican finan- 
cial policies which had forced low prices 
and their consequent industrial prostra- 
tion, had taken courage and prices ad- 
vanced. The figure representing prices 
at the beginning of April, 1893, was 101.- 
790, a gain of more than eleven points 
above the figures at the beginning of 
that year, showing the effect of the pop- 
ular belief that a sweeping change of 
policy was to come in with the new ad- 
ministratjon. 

How the country was disappointed is 
too recent history to need retelling here, 
Before Cleveland had been in office’ two 
months it was known that his financial 
policy was that of the Republicans, with 
the addition that silver was to be still 
further degraded. Carlisle began re- 
deeming all government obligations in 
gold. The silver bullion in the Treasury 
remained uncoined. And Congress, un- 
der the lash of patronage, gave no sign 
of effective resistance to the Wall street 
conspiracy, 

Then the reaction set in. Between 
April 1 and July 1, 1893, prices dropped 
from 101.790 to 85.289, and from there 
the drop has been continuous, with one 
or two exceptions, as unimportant as 
they were transient, until the latest 
marking, that of May 1, 1897, less than 
& month ago, was 74.193. 

And the bottom is not yet reached. 
The tendency is still downward. Some 
day a historian will write the record of 
this crime in burning words. Until then 
we have these figures to tell the history 
of the ruin of a people.

Scarcity of Money. 
From the Little Rock Gazette. 

If anyone ever doubted that there is a 
scarcity of money among the people, Mont- 
gomery Coungy is just now furnishing an 
object lesson on that point. The Sheriff 
and Collector of that county recently col- 
fected in State and county funds $1,800. 
This money he deposited in a glass jar and 
buried it under a tree. The woods and 
the tree caught fire, the jar, which was 
barely covered with dirt, was broken and 
the fire consumed the money therein. On 
the bond of this collector appear the names 
of some bf the most substantial citizens of 
Montgomery County. They are well-to-do 
farmers and stockmen, and any one of 
them has property worth—if worth any- 
thing—a sum greatly in excess of $1,800. But 
mark the sequel: These gentlemen, with 
all their property, have been unable to 
raise the sum of $1,800 in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, and even made a failure in the city of 
Hot Springs. They do not ask to be relieved 
from the payment of this debt. On the con- 
trary, they have offered as security all their 
property and only ask an extension of one 
year’s time. Being unable to get the money 
—because it {is not in existence in Mont- 
gomery County—they are appealing to the 
Legislature to give the collector twelve 
months’ extension of time in which to pay 
the indebtedness, 


First Joint of Elephaut’s Leg. 
From the Philadelphia Lancet. 

The flesh of the elephant is eaten in its 
entirety by several of the African tribes. 
The tools used are the assegai and hatchet. 
The rough outer skin is first removed in 
large sheets. Beneath this is a subcuticle, a 
pliable membrane, from which the natives 
make waterskins. The elephant yields large 
quantities of fat, used in cooking the na- 
tives’ sun-dried biltong, or dried strips of 
the elephant’s flesh, and also in the prepa- 
ration of vegetables. African explorers of 
the Caucasian’s race agree that one part of 
the elephant’s carcass, when properly 
cooked, is a sufficient dish that will regale 
the most delicate taste. This part, very 
strangely, is the first joint of the leg below 
the knee, which one would suppose to be 
the toughest portion of the animal. To pre- 
pare the joint a hole three feet deep is dug 
in the earth and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Most of 
the coals are then taken out and the ele- 
phant’s foot is placed in the rude oven. The 
hole is then filled with dirt, tightly packed, 
and a blazing fire is built on top, which is 
kept replenished for three hours. The foot 
is thus evenly baked, and when done, in- 
stead of strong, tough meat fiber, it is of a 
gelatinous consistency that may be eaten 
with a spoon.

NOW HE SELLS BOOKS. 


Rev. Dr. Thomas Cooper, Formerly St. 
Joseph’s Swell Preacher. 


Distinguished and dignified in personal ap- 
pearance, titled in theology and literature 
and polished by travel on two continents— 
for many years the pastor of fashionable 
churches, now a book agent on the streets 
of St. Louls. Such is the story of Rev. 
Thomas Cooper, LL. D. | 

A few weeks ago Dr. Cooper came to 
St. Louis. He is employed as canvasser for 
a medical publishing house. Almost any 
day he may be seen around the big office 
buildings. The fact that he is a doctor of 


divinity and has been honored with degrees 
from high grade colleges of Europe and 
America, does not act as a barrier to the 
ability of the reverend gentleman as a hus- 
tler. He sells books with all of the activity 
characteristic of Western America. 

Two years ago Dr. Cooper was pastor of 
Hundley Church in St. Joseph, one of the 
most exclusive and aristocratic congrega- 
tions in that old rich town. His parishioners 
had their names in the blue book and several 
of the church pillars were millionaires. Dr. 
Cooper came from England to St. Joseph to 
take charge of the Hundley Methodist con- 
gregation, although prior to that time he 
had for several years been a pastor in Bal- 
timore, Boston, dnd other Eastern cities. 
Such a thouse-warming was never before 
given to any minister. e immediately took 
rank as the most able exponent of the gos- 
pel in St. Joseph, and at every service his 
en was crowded to the standing room 

mit. 

Attention was showered upon him pro- 
fusely and he was the lionized of all the 
clergy. One day the gossips set afloat a 
story that the learned doctor’s conduct was 
not what it should be. They said he was 
guilty of indiscreet acts little becomin a 
minister of the gospel. At first but little 
was said about the affair, but eon, 4 such 
a swell congregation as Dr. Cooper had, it 
was impossibe to smother a sensation of 
such dimensions. 

Finally the good old deacons started an 
investigation. 

The presiding elder of the district was 
called jn and a secret inquisition lasting 
nearly a week was held behind closed doors 
at the Hundley church. At last when the 
verdict was announced, Dr. Cooper was 
temporarily suspended from the pastorate. 
The suspension was pending investigation 
oy the State Conference, This body assem- 
bled at Hannibal last September, Dr. Cooper 
was given a hearing. The Conference de- 
cision was against him. Another pastor was 
ermanently installed in charge of the 
Frundley flock, and Dr. Cooper with his fam- 
ily consisting of a wife and several daugh- 
ers, was notified to vacate the parsonage— 
a luxuriously furnished mansion adjoining 
the church OuReng. 

Since that time Dr. Cooper has not beén 
regularly engaged as a preacher, although 
he frequently delivers sermons wherever 
he goes. He has appealed his case to the 
highest tribunal In the National Council of 
Methodists and to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch he expressed faith in the final out- 
come of the trial. 

Throughout the entire proceedings, Dr. 
Cooper has maintained his innocence. He 
says he is the victim of circumstantial evi- 
dence brought about by scandal mongers. 
He further says that he expects to live down 
the blot that has been put upon his name. 
Many people within the ranks of Methodism 
are inclined to believe that Dr. Cooper is not 
so bad as he has been pictured. Still there 
was so much evidence and sentiment against 
him that he was relieved of his pastorate. 
His wife and mys A have remained loyal 
to him throughout his trouble. In selling 
books Dr. Cooper visits various cities. He 
says he expects to be in St. Louis for a 
month or longer. 

The Hundley church still flourishes, 
always will, because there is a mint of 
wealth to support ft. But the trouble of 
Dr. Cooper marked an epoch in the history 
of the‘church. Since the day that he was 
firat arraigned for investigation, more than 
one disastrous event has befallen the 
church. 

John B. Hundley, the multi-millionaire 
wholesale dry goods merchant who endowed 
the church with thousands of dollars and 
for whom the house of worship was named 
died rather suddenly at his palatial] subur- 
ban residence near St. Joseph. Dr. Me- 
Donald, a partner of Mr. Hundley, and the 
owner of the St. Joseph Nail Mills ended his 
life in the attic of his residence with a pistol 
ball. Dr. MeDonald was one of the church 
trustees who was zealous tn making the Dr. 
Cooper investigation. His suicide was a mys- 
tery at the time and it has remained so. He 
was in no wise connected in the Cooper af-

RESTORATION OF A NAME IN A 


CURIOUS MANNER. 


EVIDENCE OF MUSTY RECORDS. 


Search to Prove a Girl’s Age Reveals 


a Peculiar Tangle That Is 
Straightened Out. 


Through the investigation made by an 
attorney in the prosecution of a case in 
court, the lost identity of a St. Louis fam- 
ily has been restored. It came about 
through an effort to establish the age of 
one Laura Baker, a young girl who ap- 
pears as the prosecuting witness in a crim- 
inal proceeding against Arthur Stoltz, 

The crime charged against Stoltz was of 
such a serious nature that the attorneys 
on either side took more than usual interest 


in the case. Harry B. Hawes and Thomas 
Estep were employed as special prosecu- 
tors. They made a thorough investigation 
of the charges against Stoltz and were con- 
vinced of his guilt. But there was a weak 
point in the prosecution. Attorneys Hawes 
and Estep could not prove the age of the 
Baker girl. The trial judge at the prelimi- 
nary ruled that hearsay evidence as to age 
was inadmissible. Something more defi- 
nite had to be secured, or the prosecution 
would fail to make a case. 

The girl who was so unfortunately in- 
volved in the affair gave her name as 
Laura Baker.. She was positive as to her 
age, yet she had no record to produce in 
verification of her statement. er father 
died several years ago and her mother is 
an inmate of an asylum. Therefore, no in- 
formation could be obtained from the par- 
ents. An aged grandmother still lives, but 
—s could throw no light on the question at 
ssue. 

When at last there appeared to be abso- 
lutely no way of establishing the age of the 
victim, Attorney Hawes was struck with a 
new idea. He would see if he could find a 
church record of the girl’s birth. On in- 
quiry he learned that she was born in St. 
Louis, had been reared under the guidance 
of one of the oldest churches in the city, 
and had lived all of her lif@ in the houge of 
her grandmother, 618 St. Joseph street. 
Some of the pioneers of the parish were in- 
terrogated and at last through the courtesy 
of the priest the attorney gained access to 
the musty records of the church. 

It was a difficult undertaking and at 
times appeared to be insurmountable. Still 
the attorney persisted in the search. He 
was finally rewarded by finding the record 
of the entire family to which his client be- 
longed, although the name “Baker” was 
not on the list. 

Then it was that he unraveled a strange 
complication. By the combined evidence of 
the records and some of the parish pioneers 
he found that the girl who was prosecuting 
Stoltz as well as her sister and two broth- 
ers had lost their identity. “Becker,” not 
“Baker,” was their name. From infancy 
they had been called ‘“‘Baker’ and had never 
known any other name, When they were 
old enough to write their names they spelled 
it B-a-k-e-r, and “‘Baker’’ it has been ever 
since until Attorney Hawes brought out a 
complete chain of evidence to show that 
a mistake had been made. 

It had been many years since the musty 
records in the little church had been con- 
sulted. The father of the girl who could 
have explained the lost identity, died when 
his children were infants. They had scarce- 
ly known their mother except as an asylum 
inmate. Thus it was that ‘‘Laura Baker” 


is now “‘Ellenorah Wilhelmina Becker,” for 


the records show that she was so christen- 


ed. The brothers and sisters of the girl are 


no longer “Bakers,’’ they too having taken 
their right name found for them by the 
attorney. 


The discovery of the records and the 
consequent verification of the girl’s age was 
a blow for the defense, since the technical. 
ity of age was no longer a barrier to prose- 
greatly 
counsel and 
the “Baker” brothers and sisters, for the 
possibility of such a mistake in identity had 
never been thought of by any of the par- 


cution. Attorney Hawes was as 
surprised as was the opposing

“The Cylindrical Baling Co has been = 
existence for more than’ three years, a 
the organization of the American Cotton 
Co. last March wasga consolidation of the 
various struggling Cylindrical bale compe 
nies in existence at the time—on_ paper 4 
least—under the auspices of John E. Searles 
of New York, a noted promoter or floater 
of enterprises and stock jobbing schemes, 
and lately of Sugar Trust fame. only 
person connected with the cylindrical com- 
pany with a practical knowledge of cotton 
is Mr. Jerome Hill of St. Louis. 

“We Admit the cylindrical people have in- 
vented a system that will put cotton up 
in the shape of a roll of carpet by a ver 
expensive and laboriously slow method bu 
t has been demonstrated the mills have 
had considerable difficulty in getting the 
cotton off the roll again—so much so that 
no mill treasurers will buy cotton put up 
in this shape unless at a price that will 
repay him for the time and labor expended 
in tearing it from the rull. In. many in- 
stances the cotton is caked so hard at the 
core as to render that much of it useless. 

‘‘As an illustration of how much the cot- 
ton manufacturers value the saving of the 
bagging ties and waste—an argument put 
forth so strongly by the cylindrical people 
—mill treasurers have paid one-fourth to 
one-half cent more per pound in the market 
for the regular style bales, with all its bag- 
ging, ties and waste included, than for the 
cylindrical bales of the same quality of cot- 
ton, after having actually tested the cylin- 
der cotton. The bale in its present form is 
ready for instant use the moment. it is 
opened, while the cylindrical bale requires, 
in most instances, fully thirty minutes to 
unroll. 

“I was amused at the picture presented in 
the newspapers this week, by the new pro- 
cess company to illustrate the difference 
between a bale of cotton as put up in the 
regular or old style and that the new, It 
is simply a caricature and about as truth- 
ful as a circus poster, the chances bein 
one in 100,000 of ever seeing a bale in suc 
a dilapidated condition. The railroad com- 
panies will not reve for shipment a bale 
of cotton in any form until its condition is 
tmhade secure. I have nothing against the 
hew system except that it is impracticable. 
If the millers woulfl buy the cylinder bales 
in preference to the old I should certainly 
have no objection to cylinders, but they 
will not, and present unimpeachable rea- 
sons why they will not. 

“The cylindrical bale has some good 
points in its favor, but many serious de- 
fects which can scarcely be overcome. 
From the consumer’s point of view there is 
no saving, after all, as classification of 
grade, and staple and weight are guaran- 
teed him under the present system, and any 
saving in tare or weight must be added to 
the price and absorbed by the cylindrical 
company to compensate them for the #ex- 
pense of putting up the bales. The spinners 
are only interested in the cotton inside the 
bale and not in the method of baling, par- 
ticularly When they must eventually pay 
the cost of it. They consider, as I have 
said, the cylindrical system so detrimental 
to their interests that they will only buy 
it at a discount. Many of them will not 
touch it at any price.’’ 

William 'M. Senter, one of the best-known 
cotton handlers in the West, eays: 

“A number of my personal friends are in 
the new enterprise, but I cannot say 
whether it ls a success, as I have made no 
experiments with it. The mills seem to pre- 
fer the old way. Our company has never 
handled the cylindrical bale,”’ 

Capt. Young, cotton buyer, said it was ri- 
diculous to portray a bale as the cylindrical 
peopie have done in the form in which it 
appeared in the newspapers. “That ple- 
tured bale had been sampled over for a 
long time,’’ he said, “and no railroad com- 
pany would ever have received such a look- 


anger in this new plan,” said a 
prominent buyer, who has an office in the 
Cotton Exchange, “is that it will tend to 
mislead small investors. It cannot succeed, 
but if by any possibility it should do go, 
there would result one of the most exten- 
sive trusts this country has ever seen. 
Searles is in a position to control the cotton 
output provid he can secure the co-opera- 
tion of the mills, The American Company 
proposes to buy, cotton in the flelds, seed 
and all, directly from the farmers, thus 
coming either directly in competition with 
the Standard Oil Company or else surren- 
dering to copartnership with that monster 
monopoly. Then it would throw out of 
employment thousande upon thousands of 
working people engaged in the old baling 
business, and shut down many factories.” 

“T will tell you now the American Cotton 
Co. got the pictured old style bale they put 
in the newspapers,” said Mr. Niemeyer, 
with a smile. “They went down to the 
Cotton Compress Co. to get the worst old 
bale they could find. After a search that 
was unsatisfactory, Duncan Joy said he 
could locate what was wanted, and so he 
picked out, as a great joke, the abandoned 
and disowned bale from which the photo- 
graph was taken. I am afraid my friend 
Ball has'a white elephant on his hands.” 

Another cotton buyer said the claim of 
the cylindrical company to a@ saving on 
bagging and ties was met by an increased 
price of one-eighth of a cent on the pric

will make haste slowly with the State's 
money. 

Although appointed several weeks ago 
the commission has not met, and there has 
been no attempt at organization. There ap- 
pears no cause for hasty action and no 
member has assumed the responsibility of 
calling a meeting. It is probable, however, 
the commission willl organize here next 
month. 

Mr. William T. Matthews, the St. Louis 
member, will ask for a mone in a few 
weeks to learn the sense of his fellow-com- 
missioners and have it definitely understood 
nothing will be done this year. 

‘I think the other members of the com- 
mission will agree with me,” said Mr. Mat- 
thews, “that this is a poor time to invest 
the $20,000 advanced by the State. If we buy 
a site now, what prospect have we for a 
building in the near future? None at all. 
The Morgan street property is supposed to 
furnish the means for the erection of the 
new institution. The Legislature has fixed 
the value of the ground at $160,000, and it 
must bring this or no sale. 

“Under ne conditions it will not 
bring that sum. So with absolutely no show 
for a building, I do not think we should be 
in too big a hurry to purchase the site. This 
can be done later when times improve. Bar- 
gains for cash money will be as plentiful 
then as now, and we will have no taxes to 
mg The sale of the Morgan street lot will 

e advertised and sealed bids received. It 
will be no auction.

Fr. Tuohy organized a surpliced choir. The 
boys deserted the classics and Fr. Toomey’s 
temper rose, He discovered that Mr. Frank- 
lin Beckett, who had charge of the choir 
was an Episcopalian and at once lodg 
complaint with Archbishop Kain that the 
choir wag being prutestantized.
